What 
kind of rental car was she driving? 
What was she wearing? What did 
she look like? Could they have a 
copy of her mugshot? Could they 
have a copy of the police report? 

Only the persistent ones - the 
National Enquirer, Parade Maga¬ 
zine, People Magazine, Entertain¬ 
ment Tonight, Entertainment 
Weekly, Associated Press, Head¬ 
line LA, Access Hollywood, EX¬ 
TRA, and Court TV - were able to 
uncover a few additional facts oth¬ 
er than those printed in last 
Thursday’s paper. 

Some Metro area media organ¬ 
izations were equally as persist¬ 
ent to obtain additional tidbits.

Business people show 
how to deal with 


The twin tragedies that played havoc on our 
nation a couple of weeks ago have forced us all to 
take time out and reflect about what is truly im¬ 
portant-family, God and our country. For two lo¬ 
cal businessmen, the events were even more 
meaningful. 

John Rogin, a successful auto dealer who re¬ 
cently moved his Buick dealership from Wayne to 
Livonia, has had a tumultuous week. Beyond the 
unbelievable tragedies our nation was facing, Ro¬ 
gin is grieving more than most He lost both his 
parents, one on Wednesday and one on Saturday. 

Talk about being down in the dumps. Talk 
about someone needing to escape- an extended 
warm weather vacation preferably. That’s not 
what Rogin has in mind. 

One of his fondest memories as a kid, was at¬ 
tending Tiger baseball games with his dad and 
mom. He vividly remembers the stars of old, the 
singing hot dog vendors and how special it was to 
spend a day at the ball park. 

He decided that the most patriotic thing he 
could do, as well as stir up fond memories from 
the past, was to sponsor a flag-waving night at the 
new Comerica Park. Thus on Saturday he placed 
a call to the Detroit Tigers and asked to buy every 
available ticket to this Friday’s game. 

Rogin then placed radio spots on six local sta¬ 
tions, hired seven phone operators, and proceed¬ 
ed to give tickets away. That’s right, John Rogin is 
giving away tens of thousands of tickets to Friday 
nights game. 

“I want to fill the ball park up,” said 
Rogin,“with patriotic, flag-waving Americans.” 

He added, “It is my way of saying that I will not 
allow anyone to alter our American- way of life. I 
want to show the terrorists that we have rebound¬ 
ed horn the horror of two weeks ago.” 

Tickets are probably still available although 
1,168 were claimed the first hour operators were 
working on Monday morning. Call 1-800- 
75BUICK 

Rogin is a true American. He probably has 
written a check for nearly $100,000 to allow thou¬ 
sands of distraught families to have a good time. 

Bashar Alhiemid is a good American, also. His 
restaurant chain (Beehive) is the most popular 


restaurant of 
its type in 
Western 
Wayne. He 
has grown 
his empire 
from one 
restaurant to 
four in seven 
years. 

A native Syrian, Alhiemid was pulling his hair 
out on September 11. His mother was flying from 
Damascus to New York City, aboard a KLM jet, to 
make a connection that would eventually bring 
her to Detroit, and son Bashar 

At the time the first jet crashed into the World 
Trade Center, Alhiemid froze. Could his mother 
be aboard? And then jet number two crashed, 
and he was in a panic. It made perfect sense to 
him that terrorists would hijack a jet departing 
from Syria. Fortunately it was soon reported that 
the hijacked jets were domestic. 

But that was only the beginning of an oddysey 
for his mother Only an hour away from New York 
City, the jet was ordered to turn around. It eventu¬ 
ally landed in Ireland, where mom was laid over 
for two days. Then she boarded a plane that flew 
her to Jordan, and eventually she was able to re¬ 
turn to Syria. 

Mom was fine, but Alhiemid’s cousin is one of 
the missing. Amed Sharab is a computer engi¬ 
neer who worked on the 67th floor of the World 
Trade Center He was in his office at the time of 
the tragedy and Bashar has not heard from him 
since. 

Alhiemid spent the first few days walking 
around his Wayne restaurant, numb. He could 
only think about his mother and cousin. He spent 
hours watching his satellite TV channel flipping 
between CNN and a Lebanese channel. 

But life goes on and Bashar, and John Rogin, 
know that well. Despite their grief, they both be¬ 
lieve in what President Bush and Mayor Guil- 
liani are expousing- a return to normalcy. That 
return, more than anything else, will show the 
terrorists that they can never destroy the Ameri¬ 
can spirit

When a politician is reluctant 
to talk about an issue, it’s a pretty 
safe bet he believes his position 
on that issue is not popular with 
the voters. That’s probably why 
you wont hear much about several 
important issues that should be 
controversial, at least not until af¬ 
ter the November elections. 

In Romulus, there are two local 
issues that should receive a public 
airing at televised council meet¬ 
ings, but probably won’t 

Several weeks ago an attempt 
was made by two council mem¬ 
bers to change rules on public 
participation at council meetings. 
The current practice allows atten¬ 
dees to comment on any agenda 
item before the council votes. The 
proposed change would have lim¬ 
ited public input to a discussion 
period after votes had been taken. 

The move was defeated at that 
meeting but a study session was 
scheduled for Nov. 26 for further 
consideration. When opposition 
developed to waiting until after 
the November election, the ses¬ 
sion was rescheduled for Oct. 8. 
Study sessions are not normally 
televised and council members 
rarely make commitments until 
an actual vote is taken at a regular 
meeting. 

In this writer’s opinion, the 
study session should be televised 
and a vote scheduled before the 
election to either confirm the cur¬ 
rent practice or make changes.

Another issue that could have 
significant financial impact on the 
city is whether or not to join with 
Wayne County in its Pinnacle pro¬ 
ject The city would lose control to 
the county of millions of dollars in 
incremental property tax rev¬ 
enues if it does join. Council mem¬ 
bers and challenging candidates 
should go on record, before the 
election, as to how they will vote 
when the issue is decided. 

A third issue with statewide im¬ 
plications is the so-called “blight¬ 
ing” ordinance. A proposed state 
law, backed by Governor Engler 
and lobbyists for developers and 
contractors would authorize cities 
to adopt ordinances regarding 
blighted property. 

Cities could condemn and take 
property if it was not being used 
(regardless of zoning) as the coun¬ 
cil thought it should be. The prop¬ 
erty would then be “sold” to de¬ 
velopers at a “negotiated” price 
(which could be less than fair 
market value, but higher than 
paid to the property owner under 
condemnation). Council members 


and candidates should oppose 
the proposed state law and 
promise not to adopt such an or¬ 
dinance even if allowed by state 
law. 

The fourth issue would impact 
all state residents. Governor En¬ 
gler and most politicians are 
pushing a law that would have 
Michigan join a compact with oth¬ 
er states (with congressional ap¬ 
proval) that would eliminate any 
cap on the state sales tax (current¬ 
ly 6 percent) and could subject all 
goods and services to sales and 
use taxes. Those states joining the 
compact could force companies 
in other member states to collect 
the tax on goods (and services) 
and pass it on to customers in 
Michigan. Those taxes would then 
be remitted to state government 
in Lansing. 

While city councils will have 
no direct say in passage of the 
state legislation, they could influ¬ 
ence the outcome by passing reso¬ 
lutions opposing it But don’t hold 
your breath. Many are in favor of 
it because they have been led to 
believe that the state government 
will share the additional tax rev¬ 
enue with the cities (not an iron¬ 
clad guarantee). 

It would take public pressure 
on both city councils and state 
legislators to stop this movement 
Passage of the bill is a top priority 
of Governor Engler and many Re¬ 
publican leaders.

some, Western Wayne County’s 
safety value to others — continued 
to divert steam from local jihads, 
including a doozy between a few 
former recall workers. 

In the Westland city council, 
sanitation millage, and elected 
clerk city charter amendment 
election campaigns, candidates 
(with few exceptions) and propo¬ 
nents (with no exceptions) contin¬ 
ued to dodge issues as normal. So, 
just like before the attack. West- 
land voters have no idea why they 
should elect their city clerk but 
not their dogcatcher. Why they 
should bailout the mayor and city 
council from their decision on be¬ 
half of special interests to bum 
millions of dollars in the incinera¬ 
tor Or how to elect a new council 
majority that will castrate the 
Thomas machine. 

In Canton, neither news of the 
attack nor discovery of bin 
Laden’s terrorist manual were dis- 
combobulating enough to prevent 
the township board from carrying 
on as usual. 

With the bill for overdevelop¬ 
ment coming due, the township 
board raised general fund taxes 
four mils, snatching the money 
from the police fund.

I had hoped that Canton would 
support Cherry Hill Village’s 
plans to create neighborly spaces, 
such as small parks, dramatic 
plazas, tree-lined squares, chil¬ 
dren’s playgrounds, and intimate 
promenades instead of creating 
mounds of sterile buffers, yards of 
monster setbacks, hundreds of 
tree islands in oversized parking 
lots, and a few fenced drainage 
pits. 

Reportedly, Supervisor Tom 
Yack dissed the neighborly pro¬ 
posal, saying that it lacked open 
space. 

“Scary!” a township planner 
later said. 

As supervisor, Yack may cham¬ 
pion to his heart’s content the 
kind of suburban sprawl that 
makes fertile ground for an assort¬ 
ment of bad guys and parasites 
that vanish into anonymous com¬ 
munities. But not in Cherry Hill 
Village, where he has made a 
commitment to build a traditional 
community with real neighbor¬ 
hoods, pedestrian-friendly streets, 
and human-scale spaces instead 
of a car-centered subdivision. 

Like a drunk who attends AA 
meetings, the sprawl-addicted su¬ 
pervisor should stay on the wagon 
by sticking to the 12-step program. 
But by belting down a couple 
shots of open space rhetoric, he’s 
not sticking to the Village’s 12-step 
anti-sprawl program. 

As few drunks can stay on the 
wagon by switching from whiskey 
to wine, few supervisors can stay 
on the smart growth wagon by 
switching from suburban to vil¬ 
lage sprawl. That is not normal — 
and return to normalcy we must

BOND AUTHORIZING RESOLUTION 

MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION FUND REFUNDING BONDS, 

SERIES 2001 

City of Inkster 

County of Wayne, State of Michigan 

WHEREAS, Act 175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended (“Act 175”) permits the City to 
refund bonds issued under Act 175 at any time they are callable under the terms of the bonds; and 

WHEREAS, in order to achieve savings on its debt service payments the City Council tentatively deter¬ 
mines that it is in the best interest of the City to refund a portion of its Michigan Transportation Fund 
Bonds, dated December 21, 1994 (the “MTF Bonds”), callable and maturing on August 1 in the years 2005 
to 2014, inclusive, in the aggregate outstanding principal amount of $1,550,000 (the Prior Bonds ), previ¬ 
ously issued by the City pursuant to Act 175 to pay a portion of the cost of Project, as hereinafter defined, 
and 

WHEREAS, the cost of refunding the Prior Bonds is estimated to be One Million Seven Hundred 
Eighty-Five Thousand Dollars ($1,785,000); and 

WHEREAS, to finance the cost of refunding the Prior Bonds the City Council deems it necessary to 
borrow the sum of not to exceed One Million Eight Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,800,000) and issue 
refunding bonds therefor as authorized by the provisions of Act 175; and 

WHEREAS, the revenues received by the City from the Michigan Transportation Fund pursuant to Act 
51, Public Acts of Michigan, 1951, as amended (“Act 51”) in the year preceding this contemplated borrow¬ 
ing are more than sufficient to comply with all the requirements specified in Section 4 of Act 175; and 

WHEREAS, proceeds of the MTF Bonds were used to finance part of the Beech Daly Road improve¬ 
ment project (the “Project”) described in that certain tax increment financing and development plan, as 
amended (the “Plan”) for the development area described therein as proposed by the City of Inkster Tax 
Increment Finance Authority (the “Authority”) and approved by the City pursuant to Act 450, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1980, as amended (“Act 450”); and 

WHEREAS, to finance the remaining cost of the Project, the Authority issued its Tax Increment 
Development Bonds, Series 1994 (together with any bonds issued to refund all or any portion of such 
bonds, the “TIFA Bonds”) in an aggregate principal amount of $1,760,000, which TIFA Bonds are secured 
by and payable primarily from tax increment revenues as defined in Act 450 (the Tax Increment 
Revenues”), and secondarily from a limited tax full faith and credit pledge of the City; and 

WHEREAS, because the Tax Increment Revenues were anticipated to be insufficient to finance the 
total cost of the Project, the Authority requested and the City issued the MTF Bonds on behalf of and for 
the benefit of the Authority to finance a portion of the remaining cost of the Project; and 

WHEREAS, the City is willing to issue the refunding bonds authorized hereby on behalf of and for the 
benefit of the Authority in reliance upon the continued obligation of the Authority to reimburse the City 
from Tax Increment Revenues (i) for the costs of the MTF Bonds remaining outstanding and the bonds to 
refund the Prior Bonds, including debt service and costs of issuance thereof, and (ii) for any amounts 
advanced by the City to pay debt service on the TIFA Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the MTF Bonds and the TIFA Bonds were sold to the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority 
(the “MMBA”) and the City Manager has preliminarily determined to sell the refunding bonds by a negoti¬ 
ated sale to the MMBA subject to the City's filing of the necessary application and approval thereof by 
MMBA; and 

WHEREAS, prior to issuance of refunding bonds the City must secure approval of the refunding bonds 
from the Michigan Department of Treasury (the “Department”); and 

WHEREAS, the City has retained the law firm of Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. to act as 
its bond counsel for this financing; and 

WHEREAS, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. has also been selected to act as bond counsel 
to MMBA in connection with the issuance by MMBA of its bonds, the proceeds of which will be used to 
purchase the City’s refunding bonds authorized hereby; and 

WHEREAS, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. has advised the City that its has represented 
First of Michigan Corporation - Division of Fahnestock & Co. Inc., which is the financial advisor for the 
City and the lead underwriter for the bonds to be issued by MMBA, other potential underwriters of 
MMBA’s bonds, not in this transaction, but in other unrelated matters. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1. The estimated of cost of refunding the Prior Bonds of $1,785,000 is hereby approved and adopted. 

2. The City Council hereby determines to borrow the sum of not to exceed One Million Eight Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($1,800,000) and issue bonds of the City therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 175 
(the “Bonds”), for the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost of refunding the Prior Bonds on behalf of 
and for the benefit of the Authority pursuant to the Plan and Act 450, including the cost of all legal, finan¬ 
cial and other issuance costs and fees of MMBA. 

3. The Bonds shall be designated MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION FUND REFUNDING BONDS, 
SERIES 2001 and shall consist of bonds registered as to principal and interest of the denominations of any 
multiple of $5,000 not exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of the Bonds of that 
maturity and numbered consecutively in order of registration of transfer from 1 upwards. The Bonds will be 
dated the date of initial delivery (or such other date as determined by the City Manager at the time of sale 
thereof) and be payable on August 1st (or such other date as determined by the City Manager at the time of 
sale thereof), of each year as follows:

In the event the City Manager changes the aggregate principal amount of the Bonds as authorized here¬ 
in or otherwise determines it is necessary to facilitate the sale of the Bonds to MMBA, the City Manager is 
authorized to change any of the foregoing maturities at the time of sale of the Bonds. 

The Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be determined by the C>ty Manager on sale, which rate 
or rates however shall not exceed five percent (5.0%) per annum, payable on February 1, 2002 or such 
other date determined by the City Manager at the time of sale, and semiannually thereafter, by check or 
draft mailed by the transfer agent to the person or entity which is, as of the 15th day of the month preceding 
the interest payment date, the registered owner at the registered address as shown on the registration books 
maintained by the transfer agent. The date of determination of registered owner for purposes of payment of 
interest as provided in this paragraph may be changed by the City to conform to market practice in the 
future. The Bonds will be subject to redemption or not and be payable in the manner set forth in paragraph 
9 hereof; provided, however, the City Manager is hereby authorized to (a) modify the redemption provi¬ 
sions in order to effectuate sale to the MMBA provided the premium on the earliest redemption does not 
exceed 3% or (b) to delete the redemption provisions from the Bonds. 

4. The Bonds shall be executed in the name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the City Clerk and shall bear the actual or a facsimile of the City seal. As hereinafter described, 
the Bonds will be initially sold to the MMBA. If MMBA transfers the Bonds, the City shall cause replace¬ 
ment bonds to be printed, authenticated and delivered to the transferee thereof in accordance with instruc¬ 
tions from the City Treasurer and such Bonds shall be executed with the facsimile or manual signatures of 
the Mayor and the Clerk and the seal of the City shall be impressed or imprinted thereon. Executed blank 
bonds for registration and issuance to transferees shall simultaneously, and from time to time thereafter as 
necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for safekeeping. No Bond of this series which is signed by the 
facsimile signature of the Mayor and Clerk shall be valid until authenticated by an authorized signature of 
the transfer agent designated by the City Treasurer. 

5. Any Bond may be transferred upon the books required to be kept pursuant to this section by the per¬ 
son in whose name it is registered, in person or by the registered owner’s duly authorized attorney, upon 
surrender of the Bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a duly executed written instrument of 
transfer in a form approved by the transfer agent. Whenever any Bond or Bonds shall be surrendered for 
transfer, the City shall execute and the transfer agent shall authenticate and deliver a new Bond or Bonds, in 
like aggregate principal amount. The transfer agent shall require the payment by the bondholder requesting 
the transfer of any tax or other governmental charge required to be paid with respect to the transfer. The 
date ot determination of the registered owner for purposes of payment of interest as provided in this resolu¬ 
tion may be changed by the City to conform to market practice in the future. The principal of the Bonds 
shall be payable at the office of the transfer agent designated by the transfer agent except as provided in the 
form of Bonds. If and so long as the Bonds are held by the MMBA, (a) the City Clerk shall perform the 
notification, bond registration and transfer functions of the transfer agent for such bonds held by the 


MMBA and (b) provisions relating to transfer of the Bonds may be added to or deleted from the forms of 
Bonds as necessary; otherwise, the City Clerk shall perform, or designate a transfer agent to perform, the 
above described functions and add transfer agent provisions to the Bonds. 

Except as otherwise provided in the Bond form and unless waived by any registered owner of Bonds to 
be redeemed, official notice of redemption shall be given by the transfer agent on behalf of the City. Such 
notice shall be dated and shall contain at a minimum the following information: original issue date; maturi¬ 
ty dates; interest rates; CUSIP numbers, if any; certificate numbers (and in the case of partial redemption) 
the called amounts of each certificate; the place where Bonds called for redemption are to be surrendered 
for payment; and that interest on Bonds or portions thereof called for redemption shall cease to accrue from 
and after the redemption date. 

In addition, further notice shall be given by the transfer agent in such manner as may be required or 
suggested by regulations or market practice at the applicable time, but no defect in such further notice nor 
any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice shall in any manner defeat the effectiveness of a 
call for redemption if notice thereof is given as prescribed herein. 

6. To provide moneys to pay the principal of and interest on the Bonds and in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Act 175, there is hereby made an irrevocable appropriation of the amount necessary to pay the 
principal of and interest on the Bonds from the moneys to be derived from State-collected taxes returned to 
the City for highway purposes, pursuant to law. The Bonds are of equal standing with other bonds issued by 
the City payable from said statecollected taxes, and the City may issue additional bonds payable from said 
state-collected taxes within the limitations prescribed by law. 

The City Treasurer is directed, each year that any of the principal of and interest on the Bonds remains 
unpaid, to set aside in a separate depositary account, to be designated 2001 MICHIGAN TRANSPORTA¬ 
TION FUND BONDS DEBT RETIREMENT FUND (the “2001 Debt Retirement Fund”), sufficient mon¬ 
eys from revenues received during such year from the Michigan Transportation Fund pursuant to law to pay 
the principal of and interest on the Bonds next maturing. 

7. The proceeds of the Bonds shall be used to pay the costs of issuance of the Bonds and to secure pay¬ 
ment of the Prior Bonds as provided in this paragraph. Upon receipt of the proceeds of sale of the Bonds 
the accrued interest and premium, if any, shall be deposited in the 2001 Debt Retirement Fund for the 
Bonds. From the proceeds of the Bonds there shall next be set aside a sum sufficient to pay the costs of 
issuance of the Bonds in a fund to be designated the REFUNDING BOND ISSUANCE FUND. Moneys in 
the Refunding Bond Issuance Fund shall be used solely to pay expenses of issuance of the Bonds. Any 
amounts remaining in the Refunding Bond Issuance Fund after payment of issuance expenses shall be 
transferred to the 2001 Debt Retirement Fund for the Bonds. 

The balance of the proceeds of the Bonds together with any moneys transferred by the City at the time 
of sale of the Bonds from the debt retirement funds for the Prior Bonds and any other available funds of the 
City, shall be held as cash or invested in direct obligations of or obligations the principal of and interest on 
which are unconditionally guaranteed by the United States of America or other obligations the principal of 
and interest on which are fully secured by the foregoing (the “Escrow Funds”) and used to pay principal, 
interest and redemption premiums on the Prior Bonds. If applicable, the Escrow Funds shall be held by a 
Trustee (the “Trustee”) in trust pursuant to an Escrow (the “Escrow”) which shall irrevocably direct the 
Trustee to take all necessary steps to call any Prior Bonds specified by the City Manager upon sale of the 
Bonds for redemption, including publication and mailing of redemption notices, on any date specified by 
the City the respective series of Prior Bonds may be called for redemption. The investment held in the 
Escrow Funds shall be such that the principal and interest payments received thereon will be sufficient, 
without reinvestment, to pay the principal, interest and redemption premiums on the Prior Bonds as they 
become due pursuant to maturity or the call for redemption required by this paragraph. Following establish¬ 
ment of the Escrow Funds, any amounts remaining in the debt retirement fund for the Prior Bonds shall be 
transferred to the Debt Retirement Fund for the Bonds. The City Manager is authorized to select the Trustee 
to serve under the Escrow. 

* 

8. Pursuant to Act 175, and as additional security for the prompt payment of the principal of and inter¬ 
est on the Bonds, there is hereby irrevocably pledged the limited tax full faith and credit of the City, and in 
the event of insufficiency of funds primarily pledged to the payment thereof, the City covenants and agrees 
to provide for such insufficiency from such resources as are lawfully available to it, including Tax 
Increment Revenues to be received from the Authority as described below. 

The City is issuing the Bonds in reliance upon the continuing obligation of the Authority to reimburse 
the City from Tax Increment Revenues (i) for the entire costs of the MTF Bonds and the Bonds, including 
debt service and costs of issuance, and (ii) for any amounts advanced by the City to pay debt service on the 
TIFA Bonds pursuant to the City’s limited tax full faith and credit pledge securing the payment thereof The 
City anticipates that in each year hereafter, any Tax Increment Revenues legally available and in excess of 
amounts which are required to pay the then current debt service on the TIFA Bonds, if any, shall be paid to 
the City by the Authority until the Authority has fully reimbursed the City for the costs of the MTF Bonds 
and the Bonds and any amounts advanced by the City to debt service on the TIFA Bonds. 

9. The Bonds shall be in substantially the following form subject to such changes as to ministerial form 
as may be reasonably requested by the transfer agent and further subject to (i) changes permitted by Section 
6 of this resolution upon transfer from the MMBA and (ii) such other changes as shall be required to effec¬ 
tuate sale to MMBA provided such changes are not prohibited by the terms of this resolution:
